the southerh countries. 

‘For many years the cultural 
life of the South.American people 
was ignored by their northern 
neighbor, practically the only re- 
lations being those established by 
the hard cold hand of commercial- 
ism. 


STUDY IMMIGRANTS 

Taking advantage of this short- 
sightedness on the part of the 
United States, European coun- 
tries, especially Germany, Italy 
and Spain, have studied the South 
American, entering his country 
through the doors of his social 
and educational life. In this way 
they have become well establish- 
ed and their philosophies of Fasc- 
ism and Nazism have gained 4 
foothold among many of the lead- 
ing classes, Dr. Fields explained. 

Danger to South America, 
should England be defeated, is 
not military occupation, as Dr. 
Fields sees it, but rather economic 
and political domination. The 
South American, he says, is too 
individualistic, too lacking in the 
sense of group action, to be herd-

Mr. Green maintains a spot- 
light system over each and every 
bed of worms. | 

“You see, worms move in the 
dark and if we don’t turn on the 
lights they'll, pack’ up their things 
and move elsewhere,” he explained 
and added: “Can you imagine 500,- 
000 worms dropping into the 
neighbors’ back yard?”

Worm eggs hatch in winter and 
are mature in the busy summer 
season, With spring in the air, 
Mr. Green has just received orders 
from many fishing résorts, Four- 
teen hundred cans will be ready 
for delivery next week.
